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The  first  Summer  Term  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  will  open 
on  Monday,  June  2,  1913,  at  8:20  a.  m.,  and  continue  six  weeks,  closing  July 
11th. 

The  purpose  of  the  Summer  School  is  to  train  teachers  for  the  public  schools 
of  the  State,  and  to  this  end  it  will  give  every  possible  opportunity.  The  work 
will  be  arranged  so  that  teachers  can  add  to  their  scholarship  and  improve  their 
professional  training  by  taking  regular  or  review  courses.  The  Summer  Term 
will  give  an  opportunity  to  ambitious  students  for  earning  additional  credits  on 
regular  courses,  thus  shortening  the  time  required  for  certification;  and  to  stu- 
dents who  have  failed  to  do  satisfactorily  the  work  in  any  term  to  continue  their 
studies  and  overcome  their  deficiencies. 

Advantages  of  the  Summer  School. 

The  complete  facilities  of  the  Normal  School  are  offered  to  all  who  attend, 
without  tuition  charges,  except  that  a  fee  of  $6.00  for  the  Summer  Term  is 
charged  to  persons  not  residents  of  Tennessee.     Among  the  facilities  are: 

1.  A  superior  faculty  of  trained  men  and  women,  specialists  in  educational 
work,  and  deeply  interested  in  the  teachers  and  schools  of  the  State. 

2.  Modern  and  well  equipped  laboratories  in  chemistry,  physics,  psychology, 
biology,  and  agriculture. 

3.  Thorough  courses  in  cooking,  sewing,  manual  training,  drawing,  commer- 
cial branches,  school  music,  and  school  and  home*  sanitation.

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TERMS  OF  ADMISSION 


STATUTORY  PROVISIONS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  law  establishing  the  State  Normal  School,  all 
white  males  or  females  resident  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  and  not  under  sixteen 
years  of  age  are  eligible  for  admission,  provided  they  shall  pledge  themselves  to 
teach  in  the  schools  of  the  State,  within  six  years  after  leaving  the  school,  for  as 
long  a  time  as  they  shall  have  attended  the  school. 

HEALTH. 

No  applicant  will  be  admitted  who  cannot  furnish  evidence  of  being  physi- 
cally sound,  free  from  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  and  from  chronic  defects 
that  would  prevent  satisfactory  work  as  a  student  or  militate  against  success 
as  a  teacher. 

CHARACTER. 

Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  char- 
acter signed  by  a  responsible  person.  The  State  is  under  obligation  for  the  pro- 
fessional training  of  no  person  that  is  not  qualified  to  exert  a  wholesome  spiritual 
influence  upon  the  lives  of  children. 

SCHOLASTIC  REQUIREMENTS. 

For  admission  to  the  Academic  Course  the  applicant  must  have  completed  the 
elementary  school  course.  For  admission  to  the  Normal  Course,  graduation  from 
an  accredited  high  school  of  the  first  class,  or  equivalent  scholarship,  is  required. 
Work  done  in  an  approved  high  school  or  college  will  be  accredited  for  advanced 
standing,  but  the  certificate  or  diploma  of  the  State  Normal  School  will  not  be 
awarded  for  less  than  one  year's  resident  work. 

FEES. 

Tuition  is  entirely  free  to  all  students  resident  in  Tennessee.  Students  not 
resident  in  Tennesseee  are  required  to  pay  a  tuition  fee  of  twelve  dollars  for  each 
term  of  twelve  weeks,  and  six  dollars  for  the  Summer  Term.  The  registration 
fee  is  payable  by  all  students.  This  fee  is  two  dollars  for  each  term  of  twelve 
weeks,  and  two  dollars  for  the  Summer  Term  of  six  weeks.  All  fees  must  be 
paid  before  matriculation. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  State  Normal  School  offers  two  regular  courses,  as  follows: 

1.  The  Academic  Course  of  four  years  of  thirty-six  weeks  each.  This  course 
is  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools,  and  for  admission  to  it,  the 
applicant  must  have  finished  at  least  the  elementary  course  prescribed  for  the 
public  schools  of  the  State. 

At  the  completion  of  the  course  the  student  is  given  a  certificate,  which  is 
accepted  as  a  license  to  teach  in  the  elementary  public  schools  of  any  county  in 
Tennessee  without  examination,  or  which  will  admit  to  the  Normal  Course  in  any 
of  the  State  Normal  Schools. 

2.  The  Normal  Course  of  two  years  of  thirty-six  weeks  each.  This  course 
is  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  the  State,  and  for  admission  to  it 
the  applicant  must  have  finished  the  course  prescribed  for  the  certified  county  high 
schools  of  the  first  class,  or  for  city  high  schools  requiring  four  years  for  gradua- 
tion and  approved  by  the  State  High  School  Inspector;  the  Academic  Course  of 
any  of  the  State  Normal  Schools,  or  some  course  requiring  equivalent  scholarship, 
to  be  determined  by  examination. 

The  completion  of  the  Normal  Course  entitles  the  student  to  a  diploma, 
which  is  a  life  certificate  of  qualification  to  teach  in  any  of  the  public  schools  of 
the  State  except  High  Schools  of  the  first  class,  under  the  regulations  mentioned 
below. 
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NORMAL  SCHOOL  CERTIFICATES. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  held  January  11,  1912, 
the  following  regulations  governing  the  issuance  of  certificates  by  the  State 
Normal  Schools  were  adopted: 

1.  Students  who  complete  the  prescribed  work  in  the  Academic  Course  in 
the  State  Normal  Schools  will  be  given  a  certificate  signed  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent and  the  President  of  the  Normal  School,  which  shall  entitle  the  holder, 
without  examination,  to  a  teacher's  certificate  for  the  elementary  schools  in  any 
county  in  the  State,  and  good  for  four  years,  subject  only  to  the  general  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  State  Superintendent  for  Reading  Circle  Work,  and  at- 
tendance at  teachers'  institutes  and  associations.  At  the  expiration  of  the  four 
years  such  certificate  shall  be  made  a  life  certificate  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  education  and  the  county  superintendent  of  schools 
of  the  county  in  which  such  teacher  was  last  engaged,,  and  the  President  of  the 
State  Normal  School  from  which  the  teacher  received  his  certificate;  provided  the 
holder  shall  have  remained  continuously  in  school  work  as  a  teacher. 

2.  Students  who  complete  the  prescribed  work  in  the  Normal  Course  in  the 
State  Normal  School  will  be  given  a  certificate  signed  by  the  President  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  the  State  Superintendent,  and  the  President  of  the 
Normal  School,  which  shall  entitle  the  holder,  without  examination,  to  a  teach- 
er's certificate  for  any  public  school,  except  High  Schools  of  first  class,  in  any 
county  in  the  State,  and  good  for  four  years,  subject  only  to  the  general  reg- 
ulations of  the  State  Superintendent  for  Reading  Circle  Work  and  attend- 
ance at  teachers'  institutes  and  associations.  At  the  end  of  the  period  for 
which  such  certificate  is  granted,  it  shall  be  made  a  life  certificate  on  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  in  the  county  in  which 
the  applicant  was  last  engaged,  the  President  of  the  Normal  School  from  which  the 
teacher  received  his  certificate,  and  the  State  Superintendent,  provided  the  holder 
shall  have  remained  continuously  in  school  work. 

3.  The  State  Superintendent  is  authorized  to  prepare  and  have  printed  suit- 
able and  proper  certificates  and  blanks  as  provided  for  in  the  above  regulations. 

SUMMER  TERM  CERTIFICATES. 

Teachers'  Certificates  will  be  granted  on  the  authority  of  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  Hon.  J.  W.  Brister,  as  follows: 

RENEWALS. 

Tennessee  teachers  holding  any  State  or  county  certificate  may  have  the  same 
renewed  for  one  year  by  attending  the  State  Normal  School  for  the  Summer 
Term     and  doing  satisfactory  work  in  three  regular  courses. 

Teachers  holding  honor  roll  certificates  may  have  the  time  of  these  certifi- 
cates extended  one  year  by  attending  the  State  Normal  School  for  the  Summer 
Term  and  doing  satisfactory  work  in  at  least  three  courses. 

TEACHERS'  EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations  for  certificates  will  be  conducted  by  the  State  Normal  School, 
under  the  authority  and  direction  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. These  examinations  will  cover  three  kinds  of  certificates:  (a)  State  primary 
certificates,  good  for  one  year  and  covering  subjects  required  to  be  taught  in  pri- 
mary schools;  (b)  Secondary  or  roll-of-honor  certificates,  good  for  four  years,  em- 
bracing the  additional  subjects  prescribed  for  the  so-called  secondary  schools. 
Under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  examinations  will  also  be 
conducted  for  high  school  certificates,  covering  any  one  or  more  of  the  following 
groups  of  subjects:  Mathematics,  English,  Latin,  History,  Science,  Commercial 
Branches,  Home  Economics.  For  the  high  school  examinations  the  questions  pre- 
pared by  the  State  High  School  Inspector  will  be  used. 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  SUMMER  SCHOOL 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


In  arranging  the  course  of  study  for  the  summer  term  of  the  West  Tennessee 
State  Normal  School,  the  faculty  has  kept  in  mind  particularly  that  class  of  stu- 
dents who  desire  to  do  a  serious  grade  of  school  work  for  six  weeks,  work  for 
which  they  will  receive  full  credit  not  only  on  their  certificates,  but  for  graduation 
from  the  full  course  at  the  State  Normal  School.  It  will  be  observed  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  classes  to  be  given  are  the  regular  courses  offered  by  the  school 
during  the  regular  school  year.  These  classes  will  cover  in  six  weeks,  by  reciting 
double  periods  daily,  what  is  covered  in  the  regular  term  in  twelve  weeks.  Re- 
views will  also  be  offered  in  the  common  school  subjects.  These  reviews  will  re- 
cite single  periods  five  days  a  week.  By  a  faculty  ruling  no  pupil  may  take  more 
than  two  regular  double  period  classes  daily  and  one  review,  or  one  regular 
double  period  class  and  three  reviews.  Under  no  circumstances  will  a  student 
be  permitted  to  pursue  more  than  three  review  branches.  Full  quarter's 
credits  will  be  given  for  the  double  period  classes,  and  half  quarter's 
credits  to  reviews.  No  credit  will  be  given  for  Reading  Circle  courses.  Students 
are  not  permitted  to  visit  classes  in  which  they  are  not  regularly  enrolled,  unless 
upon  presentation  of  card  issued  by  the  President  or  Dean,  and  no  card  will  be 
issued  for  visiting  the  same  class  more  than  once.  Certificates  of  attendance  will 
not  be  issued  to  those  not  completing  the  entire  term's  work,  and  taking  final 
examinations. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  institution  to  discourage  rapid  reviews,  "cramming," 
and  any  other  superficial  "learn-quick"  processes.

SCHOOL  MANAGEMENT. 

This  course  will  include  a  study  of  the  fundamental  problems  of  School  Man- 
agement, the  Philosophy  of  Discipline,  the  Recitation,  School  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  School  Government,  etc.

GENERAL  PSYCHOLOGY. 

A  course  combining  three  distinct  but  correlated  features:  a  discussion  of  the 
various  laws  of  the  mental  processes;  laboratory  demonstrations  illustrating  these 
laws,  using,  in  most  instances,  members  of  the  class  as  subjects;  application  of 
these  laws  to  pedagogical  problems,  and  discussion  of  collateral  reading  on  peda- 
gogical subjects.  The  course  will  cover  the  subject  matter  offered  in  the  Autumn 
Quarter  of  the  regular  term,  a  rapid  review  of  the  physiology  of  the  nervous  sys- 
tem, sensation,  consciousness  and  attention,  perception,  memory,  thought. 
Text:     Titchener,  A  Primer  of  Psychology. 

Junior  Normal  rank. 

Four  double  periods  a  week. 

Three  credits. 

ELEMENTARY  PSYCHOLOGY. 

A  review  course  in  elementary  psychology.  This  course  will  take  up  in  order 
the  following  topics:      (1)   A  rapid  review  of  the  physiology  of  the  nervous  sys- 
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tern.     (2)   Sensation.     (3)  Consciousness  and  attention.     (4)   Perception,  memory, 
thought.     (5)   Feeling  and  emotion.      (6)   The  will. 

The  fundamental  laws  of  these  mental  processes  will  be  discussed  and  their 
pedagogical  aspects  considered.  As  far  as  time  will  permit,  illustrative  laboratory 
experiments  will  be  carried  out. 

Text:     Halleck's   Psychology   and  Psychic   Culture. 

Third  year  Academic  rank. 
Five  double  periods  a  week. 
Four  credits. 


EDUCATIONAL  PSYCHOLOGY. 

A  consultation  course  on  the  principles  and  methods  of  study.  The  various 
factors  involved  in  proper  study;  application  of  psychological  laws  to  schoolroom 
instruction.  This  course  will  deal  in  a  general  way  with  many  topics  discussed 
specifically  in  Child  Study,  School  Management,  and  General  Psychology.  These 
subjects   are  pre-requisites. 

Text:     McMurry's  "How  to  Study." 

Senior  Normal  rank. 

Four  double  periods  a  week. 

Three  credits. 


HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION. 

Beginning  with  the  Renaissance,  the  important  educational  movements  down 
to  the  present  day  are  discussed.  Especial  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  methods  used 
by  the  great  educators  of  the  different  periods,  such  as:  Comenius,  Rousseau, 
Pestalozzi,  Herbert,  Froebel,  and  Horace  Mann. 

Text:     Hoyt's  "Studies  in  the  History  of  Modern  Education." 
Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 
Four  double  periods  a  week. 
Three  credits. 


PRIMARY  METHODS. 

Primary  Grades — Reading,  Eclectric  Method.  Practical  plans  for  daily  lessons, 
script  and  print.  Supplementary  Reading.  Principles  and  methods  in  composi- 
tion. Story  telling,  story  lists,  dramatization,  and  illustration  of  stories.  Arith- 
metic through  constructive  measuring,  number  work  with  measures,  linear,  sur- 
face and  solid.  Nature  Study  correlated  with  composition  and  hand  work.  Spell- 
ing, writing,  drawing,  constructing.  How  to  direct  skillfully  active  instincts  of 
child.

CHILD  STUDY. 

A  study  of  the  instincts  and  other  factors  in  human  development,  and  their 
application  to  the  work  of  the  school.  How  to  direct  skillfully  play,  imitation, 
collective  and  constructive  instincts.

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ENGLISH.

ENGLSH  GRAMMAR. 

A  thorough  review  of  the  parts  of  speech.     Stress  will  be  placed  on  inflection 
and  its  application  to  every-day  English.     Special  drill  in  sentence  analysis. 
Text:     Scott  and  Southworth's  grammar.

COMPOSITION— LITERATURE. 

This  course  corresponds  to  the  first  quarter's  work  of  second  year  academic 
English.  Several  classics  will  be  studied  and  much  drill  in  theme  writing  given.

Second  year  Academic  rank. 

RHETORIC-LITERATURE. 

The  time  will  be  equally  divided  between  the  study  of  literature  and  rhetoric. 
An  essay,  a  novel,  and  a  group  of  poems  will  be  studied.  A  theme  will  be  re- 
quired of  each  student  every  week.  Scott  and  Denny's  Composition-Rhetoric  and 
Brook's  English  'Composition.

TEACHING  OP  ELEMENTARY  ENGLISH. 

Special  emphasis  will  be  given  in  this  course  to  the  methods  of  teaching  liter- 
ature, language,  composition,  and  grammar  in  the  grades.  The  course  will  be 
based  on  McMurry's  Special  Method  in  Language  and  Chubb's  Teaching  of 
Elementary  English.  The  literary  selections  will  be  chosen  from  Curry's  Literary 
Readings.

TEACHERS'  GRAMMAR. 

A  library  course  in  the  teaching  of  elementary  and  high  school  English  gram- 
mar.

A  comprehensive  course  of  American  poetry,  including  the  poems  of  the  chief

American  Poets  and  MacMillan's  Southern  Poets.

TEACHING  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  ENGLISH. 

About  ten  of  the  College  Entrance  classics  will  be  taught,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  methods  and  correlated  composition  and  rhetoric.  Several  lectures  will 
be  given  on  the  status  of  teaching  English.  Students  contemplating  taking  this 
course  should  provide  themselves  with  most  of  the  classics  of  the  college  entrance 
requirements.  Carpenter,  Baker,  and  Scott's  Teaching  of  English.  Open  to  high 
school  graduates  or  students  of  Junior  Normal  School  rank.

AMERICAN  REVIEW  HISTORY. 

This  is  a  review  course  for  teachers  who  want  to  cover  the  whole  field  of 
American  History  in  a  brief  way.  Special  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  some  of  the 
more  important  phases  of  our  history,  and  illustrative  type  lessons  in  teaching 
history  will  be  given*  Map  work  and  source  material  will  be  prominent  features, 
of  this  course.

Five  periods  a  week. 
Two  credits. 

AMERICAN  HISTORY. 

This  course  will  embrace  the  work  done  in  the  Autumn  quarter  in  the  fourth 
Academic  year.  It  will  consist  of  a  detail  study  of  the  periods  of  discovery,  ex- 
ploration and  colonization.  American  colonial  history  will  be  studied  as  an  expan- 
sion of  European  history,  and  the  conditions  in  Europe  leading  to  the  Renaissance 
will  be  duly  emphasized  as  forces  producing  the  age  of  discovery.  The  organs  of 
control  in  the  English,  French,  and  Spanish  colonial  systems  will  be  studied  on  a 
comparative  basis. 

Text:  Hart's  Essentials  in  American  History,  Hart's  'Source  Book  and  Mc- 
Kinley's Outline  Atlas. 

Fourth  year  Academic  rank. 
Four  double  periods  a  week. 
Three  credits. 

AMERICAN  HISTORY. 

This  course  will  embrace  the  work  done  in  the  Autumn  quarter  of  the  Senior 
year  in  in  American  History.  It  will  consist  of  a  very  thorough  study  of  the  age 
of  discovery  and  the  different  methods  used  by  the  French,  the  English,  the  'Span- 
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ish,  the  Dutch,  and  the  Portuguese  in  planting  their  colonies  in  the  New  World. 
It  will  show  that  the  English  were  much  more  liberal  in  their  control 
over  the  English  colonies  in  North  America  than  the  French  or  the  Spanish  were 
in  South  and  Central  America.  The  struggle  for  empire  in  America  will  be  duly- 
considered.  Map  work  and  source  material  will  be  a  prominent  feature  of  the 
course. 

Text:      Thwait's  The  Colonies. 

Senior  Normal  rank. 

Four  double  periods  a  week. 

Three  credits. 

TENNESSEE  HISTORY. 

This  will  be  a  review  course  for  teachers  of  the  public  schools,  and  will  con- 
sist of  a  text  book  course  based  on  Garret  and  Goodpasture's  Tennessee  History. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

Two  Academic  credits. 

CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 

This  course  will  be  a  study  of  the  government  of  the  county,  state  and  na- 
tion. It  will  be  the  purpose  of  the  course  to  show  the  evolution  of  State  govern- 
ment as  well  as  that  of  the  national  government.  The  workings  of  county,  state 
and  national  conventions  will  be  explained,  and  the  practical  workings  or  the 
government  will  be  studied. 

Text:     Boynton's  School  Civics. 

Five  periods  a  week. 
Two  credits. 

ROMAN  HISTORY. 

This  course  will  consist  of  the  Spring  quarter's  work  in  Ancient  History.  It 
will  be  based  on  Morey's  History  of  Rome,  supplemented  by  Munro's  Source  Book 
in  Roman  History,  and  McKinley's  Outline  in  Roman  History. 

First  year  Academic  rank. 

Five  double  periods. 

Four  credits. 

ENGLISH  HISTORY. 

This  course  will  be  a  detailed  study  of  the  early  settlement  of  the  British 
Isles,  the  Roman  conquest,  the  Anglo-Saxon  conquest,  Danish  and  Norman  con- 
quests. The  Norman  and  Plantagenet  periods  will  be  studied  with  special  em- 
phasis on  the  constitutional  side  of  EngliSh  history. 

Text:  Walker's  Essentials  in  English  History,  Kendall's  Source  Book,  and 
Smith's  Outlines  in  English  History. 

Third  year  Academic  rank. 
Five  double  periods  a  week. 
Four  credits. 


PHYSICS,  CHEMISTRY,  AND  GEOGRAPHY. 

Professor  Manning,  Physics  and  Geography. 
Mr.  Webb,  Chemistry. 


LABORATORY   EQUIPMENT. 

The  school  has  well  equipped  laboratories  for  the  use  of  the  department  of 
science.  The  chemical  and  physical  laboratories  are  situated  at  the  opposite  ends 
of  the  main  building,  and  each  has  for  its  exclusive  use  three  large,  well-appointed 
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rooms.  Each  has  its  own  lecture  room  and  two  large  rooms  used  for  general 
laboratory  purposes.  Each  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  most  approved  form  at  an 
expense  of  several  thousand  dollars.  Gas,  hot  and  cold  water,  and  compressed  air 
are  furnished  to  all  the  laboratories. 

Besides  the  ordinary  apparatus  given  out  for  students'  use,  the  physical  labor- 
atory is  provided  with  such  special  pieces  as  Atwood's  machine  for  falling  bodies, 
an  oil  seal  vacuum  pump,  a  high  grade  barometer,  optical  disc,  universal  projec- 
toscope,  high  grade  spectroscope,  Wimshurst  electrostatic  machine,  milli-ammcter. 
milli-volt  meter,  storage  batteries,  six-inch  spark  induction  coil,  vacuum  tubes,  ap- 
paratus for  the  X-ray,  dynamo,  motor,  etc. 

The  chemical  laboratory  contains  a  complete  ventilating  system  for  the  re- 
moval of  noxious  gases,  distillation  apparatus  for  an  ample  supply  of  pure  water, 
acid-proof  desk  tops,  complete  sets  of  individual  reagent  bottles,  two  high  grade 
Becker  analytical  balances,  and  adequate  chemical  supplies  for  all  courses  of- 
fered. 

The  biological  laboratory  is  now  being  fitted  up  with  tables  for  student  use, 
and  it  has  already  been  provided  with  compound  microscopes,  a  full  line  of  dis- 
secting microscopes,  microtomes,  and  other  apparatus  needed  for  the  courses 
offered. 


PHYSICS. 

Mechanics  and  Sound.  In  this  course  we  offer  the  same  work  that  is  given 
in  the  fall  term  to  third  year  Academic  students.  It  covers  the  subjects  of  me- 
chanics and  sound.  Three  periods  a  week  of  seventy-five  minutes  each  will  be 
given  to  lecture  and  recitation,  and  two  double  periods  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
minutes  each  will  be  given  to  laboratory  work.  The  course  will  consider: 
(1)  Matter — its  divisions,  properties  and  conditions.  (2)  Motion  and  force,  work 
and  energy,  gravitation,  falling  bodies,  the  pendulum,  simple  machines,  hydro- 
statics, and  pneumatics.  (3)  The  nature  of  sound,  velocity,  reflection  and  refrac- 
tion of  sound,  wave-length,  the  vibration  of  strings,  and  the  musical  scale. 
Throughout  the  course  special  effort  will  be  made  to  show  the  application  of  the 
principles  of  physics  to  the  everyday  occurrences  of  life.  How  to  equip  a  labora- 
tory for  the  small  high  school,  together  with  the  cost  of  such  equipment,  will  be 
considered. 

Text:    Adam's  Elementary  Physics,  Millikan  and  Gale's  Laboratory  Manual. 

Third  year  Academic  rank. 

Five  double  periods  a  week. 

Four  hours  credit. 


GENERAL  GEOGRAPHY. 

While  this  course  is  expected  to  present  a  rapid  review  of  the  subject-matter 
already  learned  in  the  common  schools,  it  is  important  to  note  that  this  review 
will  be  given  from  the  view-point  of  the  teacher,  emphasizing  the  logical  sequence 
of  the  work  and  the  method  of  presentation.  Throughout  the  course  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  subject  be  so  presented  as  to  show  that  geography  is  a  knowledge 
of  the  earth  as  the  home  of  man,  furnishing  the  conditions  and  means  of  working 
and  living  in  a  world  alive  and  progressing.  Beginning  with  a  consideration  of 
home  geography,  or  that  of  the  child's  experience,  the  class  will  pass  rapidly  to  a 
study  of  the  continents  and  world  relations.  As  far  as  possible,  the  course  will 
emphasize  physiographic  and  regional  geography.  There  will  be  five  recitations 
per  week  of  forty  minutes  each,  and  Frye's  Elementary  and  Advanced  Geographies 
will  be  used  as  texts.     The  work  will  be  illustrated  with  stereopticon  views. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

Two  credits. 
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PHYSIOLOGY  AND  SANITATION. 

It  is  expected  that  most  of  those  who  may  register  for  this  course  will  have 
had  tlie  work  as  it  is  ordinarily  given  in  the  common  schools.  The  anatomy  and 
physiology  of  the  bones,  muscles,  nerves,  organs  of  respiration,  organs  of  diges- 
tion will  be  given  in  considerable  detail;  but  the  course  will  seek  especially  to 
emphasize  the  fundamental  facts  of  immunology  and  sanitation.  Certain  type 
diseases,  for  example,  tuberculosis,  typhoid  fever,  and  some  of  the  epidemic  dis- 
eases will  be  studied  in  detail,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  showing  their  causes, 
the  organisms  involved,  and  the  means  of  their  cure  or  prevention,  but  that  such 
a  study  may  serve  as  a  basis  for  a  proper  conception  of  the  principles  of  the  pre- 
ventive hygiene  of  transmissible  diseases.  The  contagious  diseases  of  the  school 
child,  their  prompt  recognition,  and  methods  for  their  restriction  will  also  be 
especially  emphasized.  It  is  hoped  that  the  student  may  in  some  degree  be  pre- 
pared to  take  the  place  of  the  medical  inspector  where  the  school  has  no  such  of- 
ficial, and  that  he  may  become  an  efficient  missionary  in  the  spread  of  the  gospel 
of  preventive  hygiene.  A  limited  amount  of  laboratory  work  and  microscopic  pro- 
jection will  be  given.

CHEMISTRY  DEPARTMENT. 
Professor  Webb. 


GENERAL  CHEMISTRY. 

An  elementary  course  in  Inorganic  Chemistry,  comprising  lectures,  recitations, 
and  laboratory  work.  The  course  as  outlined  embraces  the  same  subject  matter 
offered  in  the  Autumn  quarter;  the  general  nature  of  matter;  atoms  and 
molecules;  the  physical  states  of  matter;  gases,  the  gas  laws,  hydrogen,  oxygen, 
nitrogen,  and  compounds,  the  atmosphere;  liquids;  the  chemical  and  physical 
properties  of  solutions,  electrolysis  and  ionization;  solids;  allotropic  forms, 
elementary  crystallography;  the  halogens;  the  halogen  acids;  sulphur. 

Practical  features  will  be  emphasized;  oxidation,  fixation  of  nitrogen;  solution, 
electralsys;   and  crystallography. 

Prerequisites:     Physics,  at  least  the  subjects  of  mechanics  and  heat. 
Text:     McPherson  and  Henderson,  "An  Elementary  Study  of  Chemistry,"  and 
laboratory  manual. 

Fourth  year  Academic  rank. 
Three  double-period  recitations  a  week. 
Two  quadruple  periods,  laboratory. 
Four  credits. 


GEOLOGY  OF  TENNESSEE. 
Professor  Manning. 


A  study  of  earth  forms  and  structures  in  the  light  of  the  causes  that  have 
produced  them.  While  the  course  is,  in  a  sense,  general,  the  laws  and  principles 
are  constantly  applied  in  explaining  the  origin  and  development  of  the  topographic 
forms  and  structural  developments  observed  in  Tennessee.  The  text  of  Safford  and 
Killebrew  will  be  used  in  connection  with  some  good  high  school  text  that  gives 
an  up-to-date  treatment  of  the  subject. 

Text:     Safford  and  Killebrew's  Geology  of  Tennessee. 

Five  single  periods  a  week  and  field  trips 
Two  credits. 
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LATIN.

BEGINNING  LATIN. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  who  have  never  studied  Latin,  or  who  wish 
a  thorough  review  of  the  subject.  About  one-third  of  the  text  book  will  be 
covered.

CAESAR. 

This  course  is  open  to  all  who  have  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  language  and,  through  recent  review,  a  sufficient  familiarity  with 
the  forms  to  make  connected  reading  possible.  At  least  one  book  of  Caesar  will 
be  read. 

Text:  Bennett's  Caesar,  Bennett's  Latin  Grammar,  Allen  and  Phillips'  Latin 
Composition. 

Second  year  Academic  rank. 
Five  double  periods  a  week. 
Four  credits. 

TEACHERS'  COURSE  IN  HIGH  SCHOOL  LATIN. 

This  course  presupposes  a  thorough  four  years'  course  in  Latin,  and  is  designed 
especially  for  teachers  who  may  not  have  presented  the  subject  before,  or  who 
wish  to  go  more  thoroughly  into  the  study  of  presentation.  Fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  the  language  will  be  carefully  reviewed,  general  problems  of  interest 
relating  to  the  subject  will  be  discussed  and  the  psychology  of  the  study  outlined. 
Text:  Almost  any  Latin  grammar  and  any  good  texts  of  Caesar  and  Cicero 
may  be  used.

ELEMENTARY  COOKING. 

Class  limited  to  twenty-eight. 

A  series  of  thirty  lessons  dealing  with  food  production,  food  composition,  and 
the  preparation  of  type  dishes.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  pedagogical  side, 
the  course  being  specially  planned  for  teachers  who  wish  to  adapt  the  work  to 
the  grades. 

ELEMENTARY  SEWING  CLASS. 

A  series  of  thirty  lessons  dealing  with  hand  sewing,  machine  sewing,  and  sim- 
ple garment  making.  The  making  of  the  various  stitches,  the  use  of  patterns, 
the  study  of  the  textile  fibres  in  a  very  elementary  way,  and  the  planning  of  a 
course  of  study  will  be  specially  emphasized.  The  work  is  planned  to  meet  the 
needs  of  grade  teachers. 

HOUSEHOLD  CHEMISTRY  TESTS. 

This  course  will  be  carried  on  in  the  closest  collaboration  with  the  cooking 
course  offered  in  the  Department  of  Domestic  Science.  As  the  sources  and  uses 
of  food  materials  are  discussed  in  the  cooking  classes,  the  chemical  nature  of  the 
same  substances  will  be  considered  in  this  course,  the  chemical  reactions  involved 
in  the  cooking  operations,  the  detection  of  adulterants,  and  very  elementary  meth- 
ods of  anaylsis  will  be  demonstrated.  The  course  will  include  recitations,  demon- 
stration lectures,  and  laboratory  work. 

This  course  is  in  no  sense  the  equivalent  of  a  quarter's  work  in  general  chem- 
istry, nor  is  it  the  equivalent  of  the  courses  in  Household  Chemistry  offered  during 
the  regular  term.  Its  principle  purpose  is  to  assist  the  Department  of  Domestic 
Science  to  cover  the  required  ground  during  the  intensive  work  of  the  Summer 
term.

AGRICULTURE  AND   BIOLOGY. 

Professor  Bright.

BIOLOGY. 

This  course  will  cover  the  following  subject  matter:  The  relation  of  min- 
erals to  plants  and  animals;  their  growth,  organs,  and  their  function;  classifi- 
cation, struggle  for  existence;  geographical  distribution,  and  the  history  of  the 
science  of  Biology.  Laboratory  work  in  connection.  Text:  Herrick's  General 
Zoology. 

Second  year  academic  rank. 

Five  double  periods  a  week. 

Four  credits. 
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AGRICULTURE. 

This  course  will  cover  the  following:     The  soil,  soil  improvement,  rotation  of 
crops,   fertilization,   liming,   tillage.     The   school   garden   and   its   relation   to   the 
school  and  to  the  community.     The  corn  club  and  other  agricultural  clubs. 
Text:      Duggar's  Agriculture  for  Southern  Schools. 
First  year  academic  rank. 
Four  double  periods  a  week. 
Three  credits. 

NATURE  STUDY. 

Nature  Study  for  primary  and  grammar  grades.  Matter  and  method  best 
adapted  to  increase  unity  and  solidarity  between  the  school  and  home.  Special 
methods  for  study  of  birds  and  insects. 

Text:     Nature  Study  and  Life,  Hodge. 

Fourth  year  academic  rank. 
Five  periods  a  week. 
Two  credits. 


MANUAL   TRAINING  COURSES. 

Professor  Wilson. 


ELEMENTARY  WOODWORK. 

This  course  will  include  a  study  of  (1)  the  use  and  care  of  all  the  ordinary 
bench  tools;  (2)  the  structure  and  uses  of  our  common  woods;  (3)  the  composi- 
tion and  use  of  wood  finishes;  (4)  the  principles  of  working  drawings  and  blue- 
prints. 

In  the  course  of  the  term's  work  at  least  four  woodworking  problems  of  prac- 
tical value  will  be  constructed  by  each  pupil  following  drawings  made  in  class.

This  will  be  a  course  designed  particularly  for  those  who  read  music.  Open 
to  both  men  and  women.

READING  CIRCLE  COURSES. 

Regular  institute  courses  will  be  conducted  during  the  Summer  Term  in  the 
texts  prescribed  by  the  State  Superintendent  for  Reading  Circle  work  for  the 
current  year.  These  texts  are  as  follows:  For  Primary  and  Secondary  teachers, 
Dinsmore's  The  Teaching  of  Children,  and  Hough  and  Sedgwick's  Hygiene  and 
School  Sanitation;  for  High  School  teachers,  Johnson's  High  School  Education, 
and  Strayer's  The  Teaching  Process. 

DRAWING  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  The  aims  and  methods  of  art  education  will  be  discussed;  also  the  relation 
of  art  work  to  everyday  life.  General  outlines  for  teaching  in  the  elementary 
school  will  be  given.  Primary  drawing  and  grammar-grade  drawing  will  be  con- 
sidered somewhat  in  detail,  the  students  writing  lesson  plans  and  executing 
typical  problems   suitable   for  primary   and   grammar-school   use. 

2.  There  will  be  a  second  course  for  any  who  have  had  Course  1,  or  its 
equivalent,  and  should  like  to  continue  the  study  through  the  Summer  Term. 

COMMERCIAL  BRANCHES. 

Professor  Watters. 


Our  Commercial  Department  is  thoroughly  equipped  for  typewriting,  book- 
keeping, stenography,  and  all  branches  taught  in  first-class  commercial  schools. 
During  the  Summer  Term  special  attention  will  be  given  to  bookkeeping  in  the 
public  schools,  and  the  opportunity  will  be  given  for  the  study  of  typewriting 
and  corresponding  branches. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  Southern  Railroad  has  a  depot,  called  NORMAL,  located  on  the  school 
crounas.  Pupils  should,  if  possible,  when  leaving  home,  buy  tickets  and  check 
baggage  to  NORMAL.  If  this  cannot  be  done,  then  upon  arrival  at  New  Union 
Station,  Memphis,  buy  ticket  and  check  baggage  to  NORMAL.  Pupils  who  come 
on  the  I.  C.  will  transfer  to  New  Union  Station  and  then  buy  ticket  and  check 
baggage  as  above.  Then  take  street  car  and  transfer  to  Normal  School  line.  This 
will   bring  you   direct   to   the   school   and  save   an   expensive    transfer. 

ROOMS. 

It  is  very  important  that  those  who  expect  to  attend  the  summer  term 
write  the  president  and  have  rooms  reserved  as  soon  as  it  is  definitely  deter- 
mined to  attend.  Arrangements  will  be  made  for  all  who  come,  but  ro">m« 
will  be  reserved  in  the  order  in  which  applications  are  received.  The  rooms  in 
fiie  Dormitory  are  more  convenient,  and  doubtless  more  economical;  hence,  the 
importance  of  early  reservations. 

WHAT  PUPILS  FURNISH. 

All  heavy  furniture  needed  in  the  rooms  is  furnished  by  the  School.  Single 
beds  are  used  exclusively.  Pupils  furnish  their  own  pillows,  bed  linen,  bed 
covers,   towels,  etc. 
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HOW  TO  ENTER.

LOCATION  AND  BUILDINGS. 

The  site  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  is  near  Buntyn,  about  six 
miles  from  Main  Street,  Memphis.  It  is  on  the  Southern  Railroad,  and  con- 
nects with  the  city  by  a  regular  street  car  line.  The  Southern  Railway  has 
a  depot  called  Normal,  on  the  ground    with  telegraph  and  express  offices. 

The  main  building  is  an  imposing  structure  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  feet  long  and  about  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  wide.  The  entire  lower 
floor  is  devoted  to  physics  and  chemistry  laboratories,  the  department  of 
Domestic  Science  and  Home  Economics,  Manual  Training  and  the  Gymnasium. 
The  main  Academic  Hall  contains,  in  addition  to  the  spacious  auditorium, 
fifty  large,  airy,  well-lighted  rooms  for  class  instruction.  We  feel  justified  in 
saying  that   this   is   the  finest   school   building  in   the   South. 

The  ladies'  dormitory  is  a  magnificent,  absolutely  fireproof  building,  con- 
taining one  hundred  and  ten  large  bedrooms.  Wide  verandas,  hallways,  par- 
lors and  reception  rooms  give  the  surroundings  a  homelike  appearance.  In 
each  room  are  a  lavatory  with  hot  and  cold  running  water,  electric  lights,  steam 
heat,  two  spacious  closets,  shades,  rugs,  table,  dresser,  chairs,  two  single  beds, 
mattresses  and  springs.  The  building  is  equipped  with1  thirty-six  elegant  bath- 
rooms, with  tile  floors  and  marble  wainscoting.  Only  two  girls  occupy  a  room 
during  regular  terms.  The  building  contains,  in  addition  to  the  one  hundred  and 
ten  living  rooms,  special  quarters  for  the  matron,  a  splendidly  equipped  infirmary, 
dining  room,  kitchen  and  storage  rooms.  The  young  men  will  be  assigned  rooms 
in  Academic  Hall  and  in  private  homes.  « 

EQUIPMENT. 

More  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  has  been  spent  in  laboratory  equip- 
ment. The  physics,  chemistry  and  biology  departments  are  furnished  with  all 
apparatus  necessary  for  each  pupil  to  conduct  individual  experiments.  This  appa- 
ratus is  all  of  the  latest  type,  most  of  it  being  imported  from  Germany.  Thirty 
cook  ranges  and  twenty  sewing  machines  have  been  installed  in  the  Domestic 
Science  Deartment.  The  Manual  Training  Department  has  been  equipped  with  alJ 
tools  and  materials  necessary  for  properly  teaching  the  Industrial  Arts.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  an  excellent  working  laboratory  for  the  investigation 
of  scientific  agriculture.  At  an  early  date  an  experiment  station  will  be  estab- 
lished for  the  study  of  animal  husbandry,  horticulture,  poultry  raising,  etc. 
The  Bookkeeping  Department  has  been  installed  in  ample  quarters  and  pro- 
vided with  several  typewriters  and  all  appliances  necessary  for  instruction  in 
accounting,  with  special  reference  to  rural  conditions.  Special  attention  is  given 
in  the  Comemrcial  Department  to  stenography  and  typewriting.     Messick  School, 
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a  suburban  school,  has  been  set  aside  as  the  pedagogical  laboratory.  Here 
pupils  observe  teaching  in  the  elementary  school  branches  conducted  by  ex- 
perts. Only  the  seniors  will  be  permitted  to  do  practice  teaching.  The  student 
will  have  access  to  the  library  of  several  hundred  well-chosen  books. 


GENERAL  REGULATIONS  AND  SUGGESTIONS. 

Students  must  comply  cheerfully  with  these  and  any  other  regulations  made 
by  the  faculty. 

Pupils  should  not  keep  money  in  their  rooms.  They  should  deposit  their 
money  with  the  Bursar,  who  in  turn  will  deposit  same  in  a  Memphis  bank. 
They  may  check  on  the  Bursar  for  small  amounts  when  needed.  Pupils  will  be 
encouraged  to  be  economical. 

Pupils  should  notify  the  President  two  or  three  days  before  arrival,  so 
rooms  may  be  reserved  for  them.  Efforts  should  be  made  to  arrive  in  Memphis 
in  the  day  time.  A  member  of  the  faculty  will  meet  new  students  at  the  sta- 
tion if  the  exact  time  of  the  arrival  of  train  is  given.  The  Normal  School  street 
car,  leaving  Main  and  Madison  street  every  thirty  minutes,  will  take  pupils  to  the 
Normal  building.  Baggage  should  be  checked  plainly,  care  of  West  Tennessee 
State  Normal  School,  Normal,  via  Memphis,  Tenn. 

Unless  excused  by  the  president,  students  must  be  present  at  all  general 
exercises  of  the  school.  They  must  present  in  writing  to  the  teacher  the  cause 
of  absence  at  any  recitation. 

No  student  shall  discontinue  a  study  except  for  good  cause,  of  which  the 
department  teacher,  head  of  the  department,  and  the  president  shall  be  the 
judges. 

Student  leaving  school  without  completing  their  studies  and  without  taking 
final  examinations  will  receive  no  credit  for  work  done.  Upon  re-entering  the 
school  they  must  take  examinations  on  the  studies  not  completed  before  they 
can  pursue  work  of  a  higher  rank. 

Girls  must  not  leave  the  grounds  without  the  consent  of  the  matron,  nor 
are  they  permitted  to  go  to  town  unless  accompanied  by  a  chaperon.  Girls  must 
not  receive  company  on  school  days.  Certain  times  will  be  set  aside  for  the 
social  affairs,  and  students  must  conform  to  these  regulations. 

Athletic  teams  must  not  lose  time  from  school  in  making  athletic  trips. 

Pupils  are  urged  to  enter  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  If  they 
enter  after  work  has  progressed  to  any  considerable  extent  they  are  placed  at 
a  great  disadvantage. 

All  pupils  are  urged  to  attend  the  church  of  their  choice  at  least  once  each 
Sunday.  Many  of  the  churches  of  the  city  are  within  walking  distance  of  the 
school,  and  all  may  be  reahced  in  a  short  time  by  street  car. 

Pupils  upon  reaching  school  should  report  at  once  to  the  office,  where  they 
will  be  furnished  with  proper  blanks  for  registration.  The  faculty  will  gladly 
assist  students  in  making  out  registration  and  schedule  cards. 

All  heavy  furniture  needed  in  the  rooms  is  furnished  by  the  school.  Single 
beds  are  used,  exclusively.  Pupils  furnish  their  own  pillows,  bed  linen  and  bed 
cover. 

HEALTH. 

The  State  Normal  School  is  now  beginning  its  eighth  month  and  out  of  over 
one  hundred  and  seventy  people  boarding  in  the  Dormitory  there  has  not  been, 
a  case  of  serious  illness.  In  fact,  we  have  had  but  four  doctor's  visits,  and  in 
no  case  did  the  doctor  have  to  return.  The  location  is  high  and  the  water  pure. 
We  have  all  of  the  advantages  of  the  country,  and  yet  are  in  easy  access  to 
the  city. 
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ENTERTAINMENTS. 

As  will  be  noticed  under  separate  heading,  we  have  arranged  for  a  series  of 
performance  of  the  Coburn  Shakespearian  Players.  In  addition  to  this,  there 
will  be  a  large  number  of  special  entertainments  and  lectures.  We  have  en- 
gaged for  this  purpose  some  of  the  best  educational  talent  in  the  country.  The 
libraries  of  Memphis  have  been  thrown  open  for  the  use  of  our  students,  and 
every  facility  will  be  given  for  research  and  investigation. 

The  manufacturing  and  business  enterprises  invite  the  students  to  go 
through  their  establishments  and  witness  their  methods  of  operation.  This,  in 
itself,  would  be  a  great  education  to  the  visiting  teacher. 

A  series  of  excursions  to  the  parks  and  interesting  points  about  Memphis 
has  been  planned  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  regular  work  of  the  school. 

THE  COBURN  PLAYERS. 

The  Normal  School  is  glad  to  announce  that  all  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  appearance  of  the  famous  Coburn  Outdoor  Players  for  three  per- 
formances on  the  Normal  Campus,  the  evenings  of  June  18th  and  19th,  and 
matinee  June  19th.  These  players  have  appeared  a  number  of  times  the  past 
six  years  before  the  leading  universities  of  the  country,  such  as  Columbia,  Har- 
vard, Yale,  Princeton,  Cornell,  Chicago  University,  Vassar,  Bryn  Mawr,  Virginia, 
etc.  The  literary  clubs  of  Memphis  are  co-operating  with  the  Normal  School  in 
bringing  this  aggregation  here,  and  the  performances  will  indeed  be  a  treat  to 
the  Summer  School  and  student  body.  The  three  plays  given  will  be  chosen 
from  the  following  repertoire:  Henry  V.,  Taming  of  the  Shrew,  Romeo  and 
Juliet,  Othello,  Twelfth  Night,  Comedy  of  Errors,  Electra,  Iphigenia  and  the 
Canterbury  Pilgrims.  There  are  twenty-five  metropolitan  actors  in  this  com- 
pany of  players,  and  the  management  promises  as  artistic  performances  of  the 
classics  as  have  ever  been  given  in  Memphis. 

HYGIENIC  ANALYSIS  OF  THE  WATER  SUPPLY  OF  THE  WEST 
TENNESSEE   STATE   NORMAL. 

The  water  used  for  all  purposes  by  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School 
comes  from  an  artesian  well  bored  to  a  depth  of  450  feet,  and  is  pumped  daily 
into  a  large  storage  tank. 

PHYSICAL  PROPERTIES:  Temperature— The  water  comes  from  the  well 
at  a  temperature  of  62-63  degrees  Farenheit,  and  is  usuaully  slightly  turbid. 
(Turbidity  in  artesian  water  is  of  no  hygienic  importance — Lunge,  Technical 
Methods  of  Chemical  Analysis.)  The  turbidity  of  this  water  is  due  to  the  ex- 
istence of  iron  in  the  form  of  ferrous  hydrogen  carbonate,  which,  due  to  the 
release  of  pressure,  and  exposure  to  the  air,  precipitates  brown  iron  hydroxide. 
The  water  is  odorless,  but  with  a  distinct  taste  of  iron. 

CHEMICAL  COMPOSITION:  Its  principal  constituents  are  present  in  the 
following  proportions: 

Total   Solids — Unfiltered   water    102.0-125.8  parts  per  million. 

Filtered    water     97.3  parts  per  million. 

The  material  in  suspension,  as  referred  to  above,  has  therefore  varied  in  the 
different  analysis  from  4.7  parts  to  28.5  parts  per  million.  This  variation  does 
not  bear  any  apparent  relation  to  the  rainfall   of  this  locality. 

Hardness — Temporary  hardness,  45.5  degrees,  corresponding  to  65.  parts  of 
calcium  carbonate  (limestone)  per  million.  Permanent  hardness,  21.0  degrees, 
corresponding  to  30.  parts  of  calcium  carbonate  per  million. 

"Degrees  of  hardness"  signify  grains  of  calcium  carbonate  per  gallon.  The 
total  hardness  is  66.5  degrees,  corresponding  to  95  parts  of  calcium  carbonate 
per  million.  Water  of  50  degrees  is  called  "hard."  This  water  is  therefore  to 
be  termed  "very  hard."  Hardness  in  drinking  water  has  no  particular  physio- 
logical effects. 
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Oxygen  Consumption:  By  the  use  of  a  suitable  reagent  (potassium  per- 
manganate) the  organic  matter  in  water  will  be  oxidized.  The  measurement 
of  the  amount  of  oxygen  required  is  an  indication  of  the  amount  of  pollution, 
if  any.  This  test  is  of  extreme  hygienic  importance.  The  samples  of  water 
analyzed  consumed  from  .82  to  .87  parts  of  oxygen  per  million.  This  is  a  very 
small  amount — a  figure  of  three  times   this  value  being  hygienically  acceptable. 

Ammonia:  Another  indication  of  pollution  is  the  presence  of  large  amounts 
of  "free"  ammonia,  from  decayed  substances,  and  of  "albuminoid"  ammonia  from 
decayed  animal  and  vegetable  material. 

Free    ammonia     2     parts  per  million. 

Albuminoid    ammonia     06  parts  per  million. 

Dangerous   contamination   is   only   proved   by   amounts    of   ammonia   many   times 
larger  than  exist  in  these  samples. 

Iron:  The  constituent  exerting  the  most  positive  influence  on  the  health 
of  the  users  of  this  water  is  the  iron — 17.6  parts  per  million — nearly  one-fifth 
of  the  total  solids.  This  amount  is  as  much  as  is  contained  in  some  "iron 
waters"  sold  on  the  market.  , 

Other  constituents  of  little  hygienic  importance  are  found  as  follows: 

Chlorine     11.       parts  per  million. 

Sulphates     3.36  parts  per  million. 

Carbonic   acid,   free    trace 

Nitrites    trace 

Nitrates,  lead,  sulphur  or  deleterious   substances,  none. 

Bacteriological  examinations  carried  out  at  various  times  and  at  different 
points  of  the  water  system  showed  wide  variations,  as  expected.  The  maximum 
count  was  around  500  colonies  per  cubic  centimeter — the  minima  were  only  a 
few  per  cubic  centimeter.  Under  certain  conditions,  several  thousand  bacteria 
per  cubic  centimeter  in  drinking  water  is  not  considered  excessive. 

The  conclusions  reached  concerning  this  water  are  that  the  almost  entire 
absence  of  organic  matter  indicate  that  there  are  no  sources  of  pollution,  and 
that  the  tonic  properties  of  its  iron  should  render  it  decidedly  beneficial  to  its 
users.
